Washington, February 5.--(Special)—Ma jor 
_ Black, of the Augusta district, who is a 
member of the house committee on banking 
and currency, Says he sees but little pros-

| A Small Duty Probable on Coal. 
Tomorrow morning the Senate committee 
- on finance will commence consideration of 
| the tariff bill. A prominent member of the 
- committee expressed to me today the opin- 
jon that there would not be so many 
changes made in the measure as was gen- 
-@ally expected. He further expressed the 
opinion that the committee would report 
| the bill to the senate within ten days or two 
| weeks at the outside. The principal schec- 
4 ules to be considered by the committee and 
* the two things in which most senators 
are interested, are the coal and sugar sched- 
' ules. At present the democrats of the com- 
mittee seem to be in favor of putting a tax 
of about 1 cent a pound on sugar. Their 
idea, however, is to make the tax on raw 
‘and refined sugar the same. Under the pres- 
» ent law the tax on retine< sugar brings in 
no revenue whatever and acts only in favor 
' of the sugar trust. The democrats of the 
| genate believe that the sugar trust has had 
| pafficient protection and that now the peo- 
"We should be benefited by having both raw 


/@d refined sugar in the same class. Of 


Purse, this will act to the destruction of 
the trust, but to the benefit of the people. 
"And as the trust has had all along the 
| protection of half a cent a‘pound on re- 
| fined sugar, the imposition of a duty of 1 
/ tent a pound on all sugars will probably 
hot increase the price of sugay to the con- 
‘Sumer a particle. The democrats of the 
senate committee are also inclined toward 
“yutting a smali duty on coai. They believe 
| that the Alabama, West Virginia and Penn- 
' sylvania coal mines should not be placed at 


| the mercy of the coal fields of Nova Scotia. 
3 At the same time they do not believe the 


imposition of a duty on coal will increase 
. the price to the consumer, while it wouid 


3 bring in a revenue to the government. 


The Nova Scotia coal can be mined, de- 
livered and sold at Atlantic seaports with 


' ® small duty for the same price that it 


would be sold at without the duty. Putting 
coal on the free list, they say, would simply 
benefit the American syndicate that owns 
the Nova Scotia coa! fields, without bene- 
fiting the consumer of coal in this country. 
The indications are, therefore, that a duty 
of about 35 cents a ton will be imposed 
upon coal. The iron schedule wili probaniy 
not be changed, and the indications are that 
the whisky schedule will go through the 
Committee just as it finally passed the 


house, ‘ncreasing the tax 10 cents a gallon 
» 4nd making the bonded period three years, 


the same as at present. 

The senate committee will report the in- 
Come tax to the senate just as it passed 
the house. The democrats of that commit- 
tee are in favor of it, and the indications 
are very strong that the income tax will 
pass the senate.

SUGAR AND RICE MEN 


Hold a Meeting and Protest Against 
the Wilsen Bill. 


New Orleans, La., February 5.—-A meeting 
was held here today of delegates ‘rom the 
Louisiana Sugac and Rice Exchange, bu- 
reau of freight and transportation, stock 
exchange, Mechanics, Dealers and Lumber- 
men’s exchange, Whoiesaie Grocers’ Assocai- 
tion, clearing nouse, cotton exchange, Sieim-~ 
roatmen's associatiov, produce exchange, 
board of trade and trunk ralirvad lines for 
the purpose of giving express:on to thetr 
views concerning the :egisiation of cungtess 
in reference to sugar. ‘The preamble re- 
cities that on the faith of the bounty and its 
promised continuance for fifteen years, a 
large amount of capital has been invested 
in the production of sugar by new and im- 
proved methods of agiiculture and manufac- 
ture. Therefore, 

‘Resolved, That we respectfully protest as 
business men against the action which has 
been taken in the house of representatives 
against the interest of sugar culture, not 
only because such action will cripple that 
industry, but because it will also greatly in- 
jure the many ohter affiliated interests. 
We express our hearty thanks to the mem- 
bers oc congress as well as to the press, 
who have stood by us in the contest over 
this vital question, and we flow earnestly 
apreal to the senate of the United States in 
the name of justice and humanity, to pre- 
vent the accomplishment of a great public 
wrong by which half a million of peopic 
will be thrown out of employmen*, and one 
hundred milion of invested capital impair- 
ed to a disastrous extent, or even wipeu out 
of existence.’’ 


AFTER THE EARLY WORM. 


Merchants Open Their Stores at 3 a. m. 
to Catch the Dollars. 

Knoxville, Tenn., February 5.-—-(Special.)— 
When the morning newspape> men were g0- 
ing home from work this morning they 
found many retail stores on Gay street 
opened. The clerks were behind the coun- 
ters and everythings; was ready for business, 
although it was only 3 o'clock. 

The reason for this was that the new dem- 
ocratic pension agent for the payment of 
pensions for the southern states had adver- 
tised that he would open his office at that 
heur of the convenience of the three thou- 
sand pensioners ne pays over his counter.

Pension Agent 
Carpenter has departed from the usual cus- 
tom of appointing all of his clerks from 
Tennessee, and one young Georgian, a son 
of Colonel Richardson, of The Columbus 
Enquirer-Sun, holds a very responsible posi- 
tion on the lists of the agency. ‘lrennessee 
is represented by 16,343 pensioné.s, drawing 
annually $2,922,000; Alaoams by 3,487, draw- 
ing $456,000; Florida by 2,468, drawing $376,000; 
Mississipp. by 3,971, drawing $623,WW0; South 
Carolina 1,686, drawing $2.:1,000 and Texas 
7,471, drawing $1,025,000. Outside of Tennes- 
See the pensions are generally paid on ac- 
count of the Mexican war. Seven widows, 
however, of soldiers of the revolutionary 
war are yet borne on the roils here. One 
of them lives at or near Athens, Ga.. Since 
the Inatan pension law was passed 4,000 
pensioners have been added to the list, a

A CAPITALIST ASSIGNS. 


He Could Not Realize on His Holdings 
and Assigned. 

Knoxville, Tenn., February 5.—(Special.)— 
Colonel James Monroe Meek, one of the 
leading capitalists of Tennessee, made an 
assignment today for the benefit of his 
creditors. His assets are place@ at $282,000, 
and his labilities at $102,900. Inability to 
realize on his holdings and a desire to pro- 
tect himself and creditors, are the reasons 
for the step. In the list of assets, two 
blocks of buildings in the gilt-edge portion 
of the buSiness center are put down at 
$190,000. They are not underestimated. His 
residence is put down at $35,000, and his 
one-third interest in the Ducktown copper 
mines, on the Marietta and North Georgia 
railroad, is listed at $25,000. This Duck- 
town tract contains 1,000 acres of land. 
Othersmaller real estate holdings and per- 
sunal property swell the total tu nearly 
$300, 000. His largest creditors are the 
Pennsylvania Mutual Life Insurance Com- 
pany, $63,000; Jaffery & Co., of New York, 
$7,000, and Washburn Pickle & Turner, of 
Knoxville, $10,000. A year ago the firm of 
Meek & Andes failed. The senior member 
of the firm was his oldest son, and he had 
endorsed paper to the extent of $10,000 or 
$12,000. Hie was a large holder also in the 
Knoxville Life Insurange Company, and of 
late largé assessments have beén made on 
the shareholders of that company. To 
these two facts he owes his embarrassment. 
The assignee is Captain W. W. Woodruff, 
a ousiness man of long expérience and 
wonderful ability.

New Orleans, La., February 5.—The weath- 
er here today is bright, but the tempera- 
tuve is much colder than usual during the 
mardi gras season.

MR CLEVELAND IS FIGHTING HARD 


Two Good Places Given tothe Mis- 
souri Senators. 


TRYING TO PLACATE WESTERNERS 


Vest States That His Vote Is Not for Bar- 
ter—He Has Not Forgotten the Hot 
W ords the President Uttered.

Washington, February 5.—(Special.}— 
The senate judiciar:z committee again 
postponed action on the Peckham nomina- 
tion today. It was agréed, however, that 
a vote should be taken tomorrow. The ad- 
ministration men were frightened this 
morning and made the proposition in com- 
mittee that the nomination be reported to 
the senate without recommendation. Sena- 
tor Hill promptly declined this proposition. 
He believes that he can get an adverse 
report from the committee and can defeat 
Peckham in the senate, and he refuses to 
make any compromise whatever. 

Mr. Vilas, on the other hand, who repre- 
sents the administration, says outside that 
Peckham will be confirmed. His intima- 
tions are that the president is determined 
to have him confirmed at ali hazards. It, 
however, looks today as though when the 
vote is taien tomorrow in committee there 
will be one majority against Peckham’s 
confirmation. Senator Hill is rea‘ly more 
confident today than he has been at any 
time, although he knows that Senator Lind- 
sey, of Kentucky, will vote for Peckham 
in the face of the instructions frou the 
Kentucky legislature. 

The president is so much intereste2 in the 
confirmation of Peckham that his almost 
every act now has that end in view. 

For some time past he and the two Mis- 
souri senators have been at outs. The 
president was indignant because they per- 


| suaded the senate to reject the nomination 


of ex-President Harrison's brother as mar- 
shal of the wéstern district of Missouc!. 
Vest Is Not for Sale. 

Hot words were passed between the presi- 
dent and the two Missouri senators at that 
time and for weeks neither of the Missouri- 
ans has visited the white house. In order, 
however, to win the Missouri senators back 
as his supporters, the president today nomi- 
nated Senator Cockrell’s brother-in-law, 
John R. Walker, to be district attorne; in 
Missouri, and John O. Shelley, Senator 
Vest's close persona! friend, an old com- 
mander in the confederate army during the 
late war, as marshal of the western district 
of Missouri. The nominations are said te 


have been mad: for the sole purpose of. 


gaining the two Missourians’ votes [fs® 
Peckham’s confirmation. These noming#- 
tions may win Senator CoesreV. Mut Seng 
for Vest is quoted today as having indig- 
nantly said, when he heard of the nomina- 
‘ion, that he was not on sale, and he 
would not barter his vote in the senate on 
any question of nominations for any 
amount of patronage. 

Mr. Cleveland has gone so far in his 
efforts to secure Peckham’s confirmation as 
to send word to the two New York s#fiators 
that if Peckham is rejected he will not 
send in the name of another man from 
New York, and the responsibility for that 
state not getting a man on the supreme 
bench will lie with the two New York 
senators. If Peckham is defeated of con- 
firmaton, then, perhaps, Senator Gray wil 
be appointed. Of ccurse he could be con- 
firmed without even the reference of his 
nomination to a committee. But all in- 
terest about the senate is now centered in

FEDERAL ELECTION LAWS. 


Chandler Waves the Old Bloody Shirt 
Once More. 

Washington, February 5.—A feeling 
reference to the déath of Mr. Childs was 
made in the chaplain’s opening prayer in 
the senate this morning. 

Mr. Hale offered resolutions reciting tha* 
the tariff bill has come to the senate; that 
the reports of many great industrial in- 
terests and many laboring men believe 
that no opportunity has been heretofore

He wished to speak briefly in behalf of 
the colored people of the country, who were 
sadly in need of national consideration and 
national protection. In the course of his 
remarks Mr. Chandler engaged in a collo- 
quy with Mr. Palmer, of Hlinois, who said 
that he favored the repeal of the federal 
election laws because they had proved to 
be utterly use‘ess for the accomplishment 
of the purpose for whch they had been de- 
signed. ““‘The senator from Illinois,”” said 
Mr. Chandler, “in his new political as- 
sociations, abandons the fifteenth amend- 
ment of th: constitution and leaves the 
colored people in the southern states with- 
out the ballot with which to protect them- 
selves.” 

“I would no more abandon the feenth 
amendment,” .Mr. Palmer declar em- 
phatically, “than I would abandon the 
declaration of independence. I regard them 
as being esséntia: parts of each other.” 

Would net the next attack, he asked, be 
an attack on the fifteenth amendment? 
And, little by little, in the process $f re- 
trogression the black man would be vir- 
tually reduced again to a state of slavery. 
That, he said, was a fair inference. 

The work, which would begin tomorrow in 
the passage of this bill, would (if it were 
not stopped before it reached its legitimate 
resuit) be destructive of the freedom and in- 
terests of the black man throughout the 
entire south. As a fair summing up of 
the gystern of lynchings and other out- 
rages upon negroes In the south Chandler 
gen? to the c.erk’s desk and had read some

WITH AN IRON HAND. 


Governor Tillman Declares He Will 


Pat Down the Lawless Spirit. 

Columbia, S. C., February 5.—(Special.)— 
When questioned today concerning’ the 
killing at Wellford, Governor Tillman spoke 
with more than his usual temperateness., 
He said: “I deprecate, along with all law- 
abiding men, the spirit of lawlessness and 
the spirit to incite resistance to the law 
and to magnify and distort all efforts to 
enforce ‘t into acts of tyranny and  blood- 
thirstiness. The dispensary law is not on 
trial as much as all law and obedience to 
the recognized channels through which laws 
are enforced. I invoke the moral support 
of all good citizens, whether they are in 
favor of the dispensary or not, to put down 
this rebellious spirit. I intend to put it

SHOT BY THE BANKER 


G. N. Henson Kills J. B. Wert in an 
Elevator Cage at Chattanooga. 


THE SLAYER I$ A BANK PRESIDENT 


His Victim Had Broken Up a Peace- 
ful Family. 


THEY MET BY CHANCE AND ONE DIES 


There Was No Opportunity to Escape—A 
Passenger on the Elevator Is Wound- 
ed in the Arm. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., February 5.—(Special.) 
At 2:30 o’clock this afternoon was enact- 
ed a tragedy that apralled and horrified this 
community beyona measure. J. B. Wert 
was shot through the right lung while de- 
scending in the elevator cage of tne Rich- 
ardson building by G. N. Henson, president 
of the Citizens’ Bank and Trust Company. 
Death claimed its victim within ten min- 
utes. 

Wert entered ‘ec elevator on the second 
floor with Lavens Thomas, chief clerk in 
the clerk and master’s office. Henson spoke 
to Mr. Thomas, then drew a revolver from 
his overcoat and fired twice at Wert. The 
first ball passed through the fleshy part 
of Thomas’s arm, but the second shot sped 
true. Medical attention was given the 
wounded man at once. 

Henson coolly climed the stairway to his 
attorneys’ rooms and asked to have the 
sheriff summoned. He stated that Wert 
made a suspicious movement toward his hip 
pocket, and he shot him, but Wert was 
found, on search, to be unarmed. The ter- 
rible affair is the sequel to a dark story of 
social scandal in high circles. In July, 1893, 
G. N. Henson filed suit for divorce from his 
wife, Rosa Henson, naming Wert as the co- 
respondent. Wert was then a leading in- 
surance man and a steward and treasurer 
in the Methodist church. The Sulit was with- 
drawn from the courts lest the shadow of 
a mother’s shame might blight the happy 
lives of an interesting family of little chil- 
dren. Nevertheless, the church cited Wert 
to trial, found him guilty and expelled him 


from the society. 

Wert leaves a wife and six children, all 
nearly grown. He ts fifty years old, and has 
two brothers, a doctor and an attorney who 
stand very high socially and professionally. 
At the time the divorce papers were ‘filed, 
he denied the charges in the press, replying 
with scathing strictures on Henson. Very 
bitter feelings were aroused and public opin- 
ion was divided on the question of Wert’s 
guilt. The arraignment of so prominent @ 
steward and church official who had hith- 
erto commanded the respect of ali and stood 
as a mighty pillar in Zion, furnished the 
gossips with a salacious morsel. Mr. Hen- 
son was almost unbalanced mentally by 
the awful strain and resigned the presidency 
of the bank, but was prevailed on to con- 
tinue at its head, with a leave of absence. 
He traveled extensively in the west with 
the view of locating elsewhere. The «strain- 
eld relations between himself and wife have 
preyed upon his mind since his return. Wert 
sold out his business and has been socially 
ostracised since his expulsion from the 
church. He served on the staff of General 
N. B. Forrest during the war and was 
brave and fearless. Many believe that the 
banker went in search of Wert with murder 
in his heart, but the meeting in the elevator 
was doubtless merely an unfortunate coin- 
cidence. .One theory advanced to explain 
Henson’s sudden resolution to kill after so 
long a time had passed was that the reading 
in the morning papers of the tragedy at 
Stevenson, Ala., had worked on his morbid 
mind. The pistol that did the work was 
bright and new. 

A young lady in the corridor fell in a dead 
swoon at the crack of tHe revolver. There 
was but one eyewitness to the shooting, the 
young attorney, who was wounded in the 
arm. After the coroner’s inquest, the pris- 
oner who had been confined in the bu*#ling, 
was conducted between a strong double line 
of police to a carriage and driven rapidly 
to the county jail. Fully ten thousand peo- 
ple visited the scene of the tragedy during 
the afternoon and surged wildly about the 
auilding which is one of the main business 
blocks in the city. It is stated on the au- 
thority of Henson's friends that Wert had 
made remarks that could we construed into 
threats.

FRAUD IS CHARGED. 


A Transfer Is Enjoitned and a Tem po- 
rary Receiver Appointed. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., February 5.—(Spe- 
cial.)—An exceedingly salty and sensational 
suit was filed today in chancery to set 
aside the transfer by T. C. Erwin & Co. 
of their stock of dry goods to John Demphy, 
of New York; Mrs. M. H. Erwin and C. 
Sienknecht in consideration of $17,444.25. It 
was in the nature of a bill of costs to col- 
lect $6,594.04 indebtedness to H. & G. Feder 
and H. Rosenbaum & Co., of Cincinnati, 
-and others of New York. In May, 1893, 
Erwin & Co. gave a deed of trust in favor 
of certain preferred creditors, naming J. F. 
Tarwater, a-.former partner, as trustee. 
The complainants allege that T. C. Erwin, 
by misrepresentation, secured a compromise 
of 20 cents on the dollar with some credi- 
tors not secured by a deed and a year’s ex- 
tension of time, while others received par 
value. Furthermore, he is charged with 
appropriating money received on stock, ac- 
counts, ete., held in trust to his personal 
use, purchasing real estate therewith in 
his wife’s name. 

The present transfer is characterized 3 
a conspiracy to defraud and cheat creditors. 
He is charged with making over stock re- 
cent:y invoiced at $48,000 for no proper con- 
sideration to preferrea creditors, one be- 
ing the defendant's wife. According to the 
defendant's statement on December, 1893, 
no indebtedness to Mrs. M. H. Erwin is 
scheduled. Chancellor McConrell granted 
the writ enjoining the transfer and ap- 
pointed J. B. Ragan receiver. A hearing 
will be had for the appointment of a per- 
manent receiver February 9, 1894. The bill 
agree all parties to the transfer criminai- 
y lable.

They 
surrounded the house, recognized Berry ang 
demanded admission. Berry fled through 
the rear door, but was held up and mana- 
cled. He had shaved clean and laid aside 
his wig, leaving his head as smooth as @ 
baby’s, altering his appearance completely. 
He was put in irons in.the jail and Sheriff 
Mundy, of Georgia, was notified of his cap- 
ture. The sheriff is expected here tomor- 
row night with requisition papers. Berry 
has been living here two years, working as 
a painter. He began to run the City hotel 
six weeks ago. He was identified then by 
a man from Georgia and the Georgia au- 
thorities were notified.

FIVE WERE DROWNED 


By the Capsising of a Sail Boat iz 
Santa Rosa Sound. 

Pensacola, Fla., February 5.—At an early 
hour yesterday morning seven men left the 
city in a small sail boat to go to Big Sabine, 
in Santa Rosa sound, about twelve miles 
from here. They were A. H. Rollins, fore- 
man; D. M. Washburn, turner; Ed Mobley, 
finisher; Goss Messick, a machinist, all em- 
ployes of Harwell’s furniture factory, of 
this city; a Mr. Rounder, an unknown man, 
and Hiram Brown, the latter sailing the 
boat. A strong northern gale was blowing, 
and about 4 o’clock in the afternoon as they 
started to return the boat was capsized. 
The seven men clung to the boat for hours, 
but finally Rollins, Washburn, Mobley, 
Messick and Brown became exhausted and 
sank to their deaths one by one. The 
other two men held on and were rescued 
about noon today by a lumber lighter. 
They were aimost insensible. The hghter 
has just arrived here, bringing the sad 
news of the accident and the two surviv- 
ors.

FERSTS AND MYERS BURN OUT 


Wilcox & Gibbs Lose Heavily on Their 
Fine New Building—Tue Old City 
Exchange Threatened. 


Savannah, Ga., February 5.—(Special.— 
The Savannah Grocery Company and ‘M. 
Ferst’s Sons & Co., wholesale grocers, and 
the Wilcox & Gibb’s Guano Company, man- 
ufacturers of fertilizers, occupying nearly 
an entire block of five-story buildings, on 
Bay street, in the heart of the wholesale 
section of the city, were burned out today, 
and other property suffered heavy damages. 

M. Ferst’s Sons & Co. are the heaviest 
losers. ‘3 

Their loss on their grocery stock is $150,000. 
The Savannah Grocery Company's loss on 
stock is $130,000. Wilcox & Gibbs Guano 
Company lose on the grocery buildings $75,- 
**, on the guano company’s stock and 
buildings $15,000, making the total loss $370,- 
(a. 
The insurance is as follows: Savannah 
Grocery Company, $125,000; M. Ferst’s Sons 
& Co., $129,800. The Wiicox & Gibbs Guano 
Company's insurance on buildings is not 
known. 

A shed stands in the rear of the grocery 
used for the storage of salt, immediately 
adjoining the branding shed of the guano 
company, where a large lot of sacking was 
stored. The fire started right at this wall 
and swept into the buildings, carried by a 
strong wind. So rapid was its advance 
that although the fire began in the extreme 
rear of the grocery company’s building the 
occupants of the building barely had time 
to escape with their lives, and it was pos- 
sible to save nothing, except a few of the 
most valuable papers. 

The fire was the worst with which the 
Savannah fire department has had to con- 
tend since the big fire of 1889, and the 
flames spread with the same rapidity which 
marked that disaster. The firemen were 
at a disadvantage. When they arrived the 
smoke was pouring out through the doors 
and windows in great volumes, and kept 
them back. Until the blaze broke through 
and cleared away the smoke, the firemen 
were at sea as to locating the points from 
which to work, and by that time the tre 
was beyond control. The only casualty wae 
the injury of William Tilton, a spectator, 
who was riding on a fire truck, and was 
injured in jumping off. 

The fire burned three hours and its flerce- 
ness threatened the city hall, one of Sa- 
vannah’s most venerable buildings. All 
the city records were removed and placed 
in the banks until the fire was subdued. 


TOM LAMB TAKES CHARGE. 
He Appoints His Staff for the Custom 
Howse. 

Brunswick, Ga., February 5.—(Spe-cial.)— 
Thomas W. Lamb, the newly-appointed 
collector of customs of Brunswick, assumed 
control of ‘his office this morning. For 
deputy he appointed Captain Mallory P. 
King, who was agreed upon as deputy in 
a compromise. As inspector Collector 
Lamb appointed C. W. Deming, The Con- 
stitution’s correspondent. Richard Walter 
Grubb, editor of The Darien Gazette, will 
be appointed as deputy collector at Darien, 

There is a disagreement between the 
Colored Longshoremen’s union and the 
Knights of Labor acting as one organiza- 
tion and the Brunswick stevedores, which 
has resulted in a strike that threatens to be 
a long one. The” Lengehoremen’s union 
numbers about 400 laboring men, who de- 
rive their support from, werk along the 
wharves jioading and unloading ‘vessels. 
It is well organized and has recently insti- 
tuted a scale of wages ranging from 4 
per day for bosses of gangs to (150 per day 
for ordinary laborers. 

‘The colored Knights of Labor, another 
organization here, ratified the scale estab- 
lished by the Longshoremen's men. 

The stevedores instituted a vigorous pro- 
test against the rates of wages demanded, 
claiming that théy are exhorbitant. The 
laborers, however bound by the action of 
their orders, maintain their ultimatum and 
declare that they will not accept any reduc- 
tion. 

The stevedores are absolutely dependent 
in loading vessels upon the members of 
these two organizations, which comprise 
about three-fourths of the colored laboring 
class in Brunswick. 

A report which reached Brunswick yester- 
day that Mr. Frank M. Scarlett, a wealthy 
and respected citizen of Glynn county, had 
killed J. Keen, of Wayne county, has been 
confirmed.

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A Movement in Atlanta Against Discrim- 
inations Taking Shape, 


RATE COMMITTEE MEETS THIS MONTH 


Other Interesting News of the Rail-New 
Contracts with Trainmen-—Per- 
sonal Gossip and Notes. 


» as 


The movement recently taken by certain 
citizens of Atlanta to secure more favorable 
rates from the railroads, after lulling it- 
self to sleep for awhile, springs up again. 

Mr. Jonathan Norcross, who is at the 
head of the movement, is very much in 
earnest about the business and is determin- 
ed to have the plans set forth at the meet- 
ing at the Chamber of Commerce held many 
weeks ago carried ouf to the letter if he can 
do so. 

He is backed by some of the merchants of 
the city. : 

The general sentiment, however, seems. to 
favor a more regularly organized movement. 
Many of the merchants .of the city declare 
that the more successful way to gain the 
points althed at, would be to have the Cham- 
ber of Commerce or some meeting of citi- 
zens, send a committee before the rate 
committee of the Southern Railway and 
Steamship Association direct. 

This, they say, would get the questions 
that have been raised right down before the 
eyes of the men who make the rates for the 
roads in this region of the southern coun- 
try. 

The rate committee of the Southern Rail- 
way and Steamship Association will hold an 
important meeting in this city at the of- 
fice of Commissioner Stahlman on the 20th 


of this month. The members of this com-. 


mittee are well known and the leading rail- 
road men actively engaged in the business 
in this entire section of the country. They 
are, for the most part, traffic managers and 
general freight agents, the very met to 
whom the petitions of the citizens of At- 
lanta should be directed. 

If there is cause for the complaints and 
charges that have been made about the 
present condition of affairs in freight mat- 
ters, the good time is nigh at hand when 
those complaints and cha*ges should take 
direct shape. 

The railroad authorities at the office of 
the commissioner of the association declare 
that the rate committee has always shown 
Atlanta all manner of consideration in the 
hearing of these petitions and complaints, 
and that it always tries to lower the rates 
in the particulars desired. 

Not very long ago there was a commit- 
tee of citizens fram Atlanta sent to the 
rate committee of the assoctation, and so 
nicely were the points raised and so agree- 
ably were they put, that the members of 
the committee were most friendly inclined 
to the petition and the merchants and 
tradesmen of this city who had sent them. 
The petition was granted so far as the 
rate committee saw it in the power of the 
railroads to grant it, and much was gained 
by this action. 

It is claimed by the recent movement for 
the protection of the interests of the Atlan- 
ta. manufacturers that the railroads en- 
tering the city have a scale of rates on 
frieghts which shows a marked discrimina- 
tion against Ath nta and for other cities. 

If such discriminations exist—and the mer- 
chants who are interested themselves in 
this movement, say they can plainly show 
it by the figures and facis, it is pretty cer- 
tain that the matter will be brought before 
the rate committee of the Railway and 
Steamship Association at the coming meet- 
ing, which is to be neld on the Wth of this 
month. : 

At that mecting representatives from. ail 
the railroads leadifg inte Atlanta and those 
with connections to the great cities of the 
east and west will be together for ho other 
rurpose than to discuss freight rates be- 
tween the. cities of the south... ) 

Cortractsa Being Renéwed. 

The southern lines which had to reduce 
the wages of. trainmen last summer and 
which had to continue the reduction then 
made long after they anticipated are just 
at present making propositions to their men 
to continue the present reduced wages until 
business brightens. 

The tables that the rafiroads have been 
showing officia!ly for the past few months 
giving the earnings of the companies show 
to any mind that it Is impossible for the 
roads to go back to their old salaries to 
tr.eir men yet awhile. 

he decreases in traffic and earnings must 
be attended by a decrease in expenditures. 

The railroad men all seem to see this 
and no trouble is evelving out of the recent 
propositions to continue at work under the 
zeductions. 

The Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis 
was one of the first railroads last summer 
in this part of the south to Institute the 
rule of reducing the wages of the men. 
This was. forced upon Colonel Thomas, 
however, very much against his will, for he 
has always been a railroad m&n who be- 
-leves in standing by his men. He did so as 
long as it was possible, but when the earn- 
ings began to show such wondrous falling 
off he saw that he would have to cut down 
expenses or make an utter failure in the 
management of his excellent lines. 

His men all realized tat it was for the 


best and accepted his proposition with 


right good cheer under the circumstances. 

He had to ask them to centinue uader the 
reduction until February Ist; and now that 
February has come he asks them again to 
hold on until business gets better. The 
men have stood by. Coionel Thomas in this 
matter beautifully and he has more thah 
once expressed his Kindly fee ‘ings for the 
men because of >it.

Will Cantrell Brought to Justice by a 
— Chance Incident. 


HAS A MANIA FOR HIGHWAY ROBBERY 


Identified by Two Ladies—He Givesa Ne- 
gro a Deadly Blow with a Hickory 
Cane~A Strong Case. 


The building of a choice criminal record, 
modeled after the best examples that crim- 
inology affords, has been the work of just 
one week with Will Cantrell, a pumpkin- 


colored negro. 

Every phase of his development has been 

attended by. incidents of a sensaticnal na- 
ture, and the culminating incidents that 
came yesterday were especially so. The 
Light thrown upon his doings will be suffi- 
cient to land him in the gang for a good 
term of years. 
‘ Cantrell is a vigorous, able-bodied negro 
of nineteen. He is yellow and has a sin- 
ister and forbidding countenance. He has 
had for some time a police court career in 
a small way, but has branched out recently 
in more pretentious forms of crime. 

Last week he was arrested by Patrolman 
Daniels, svspected of veing the ar hate 
man that assaulted ‘and ‘robbed Mrs. N, 
Sugarman, on Castieberry street, two days 
betore. He ecnswered the description very 
well and Mrs. Sugarman was sent for. She 
could not positively identify Cantrell as 
her assa:lant, but said she was almost cer- 
iain that he was the negro. it was ascer- 
tained that he-was‘an idle, vagabondish 
negro and that he lived not far from where 
the lady was assaulted. 

It was also discovered that he had been 
discharged by his former employers, Bleim 
& Leyh, for snatching-a purse from a lit- 
tle girl. He had done no work in weeks 
and the conviction was etrong in the offi- 
cer’s mind that he was the \guilty man. 
But as Mrs. Sugarman was unwilling to 
swear that he was the negro that assaulted 
her, Captain Thompson ordered the negro 
set free, although he felt morally sure that 
he had the right man. . ‘ 

Yesterday morning Cantrell was in Tom- 
mey’s bar, en Peters strect, with one of his 
associates. Luke Carr, a negro whom both 
knew, came in and exhiv.ed a dollar. Can- 
trell’s companion ventured the remark that 
the bill was counterfeit, and while they 
were arguing the point Cantrell grabbed the 
money and rushed off and out of th2 s8a- 
loon. 

Carr followed and overtoek Cantrell and 
had a little altercation. A few minutes af- 
terward, while Carr was #tanding on the 
sidewalk, iCantrell approached him from 
behind and dealt him a qeodly blow with a 
nawerful hickory stick. The blow knocked 
Care senseless and ieft an ugly gash on 
his head, from which blood poured freely. , 

Cantrell was pursued and caught by Pa- 
trolman Sheridan. He was sent to the po- 
lice court and bound over yesterday after- 
noon. While Cantrell was being transferred 
from the courtroom to the prison Sergeant 
Jennings saw him and the description given 
him Saturday night of the negro highway- 
man flashed across Ris wind. 

He went into the Bryne and took a clese 
look at the negro. e compared him to the 
written description given by Mrs. Long, af 
189 Loyd airast, and saw that it suited in 
every particular. 

Min. Tons is the lady who was knocked 
down and robbed of her purse on Garnett 
street ahout 8 o’clock Saturday night. She 
was walking along the street alone, her 
purse hanging on her arm. She had quite 
a struggle with the robber and he knocked 
her down and took the purse and ran. 
During the struggle she got a good iook at 
the hithwayman and the description she 
gave to Sergeant Jennings was complete. 
It was furnished to the entire force and 
Cantrell has since been the object of 
search. 

Sergeant Jennings went at once tc Mrs. 
Lone’s home after seeing Contrell in police 
court, and escorted her to the police sta- 
tion. Cantrell was brought out into the 
station heuse keeper's oftice and confronted 
by Mrs. Long. The moment her eyes fell 
upon 4im she recognized him as her assail- 
ant and exclaimed: 

“Te is the man—I would know him any- 
where!”’ 

The negro stared at the lady unabashed 
and grufiy denied her accusation. The iady 
was positive, and assured the officers that 
there could be no mistake. The identifica- 
tion was complete and Chief Connolly in- 
structed the station house keeper to hold 
Cantrell on the charge of highway rob- 
bery. 

Several nerroes suspected of heing guilty 
of the numerous street robberies of which 
ladies have been the victims within the 
last month have been arrested recentiv, but 
as it is certain that Cantrell is guilty of 
at least two of them, it is Wkely enough 
that he fs the perpetrator of all of them. | 


CAPITOL CHAT. 


Governor Northen is in Hancock where 
he went to attend to some private business 
affairs and will be gone until Thursday. 

Before he left he rendered his decision in 
two cases which have attracted a great 
deal of attention in Coweta county.

. neld by the general council of Atlanta yes- 
terday afternoon... 

ft has been many years since Atlanta’s 

legislative body has had a secret session, 

and if the character of the one held yester- 

day is a criterion by which one is to judge, 


oe it will be some time before another one is 
» ~peld. 


Years ago, when members of Atlanta’s 
council were afraid for the public to know 
what they were contemplating, secret ses- 
gions were Quite numerous, in fact so fre- 
quent were they that the people who were 
paying for the work became tired of them, 
and through Hon. John Tyler Cooper, then 
g@ member of the council, they were broken 
up, much to the gratification of the public 
generally. , 

When all of the business of the meeting 
yesterday had been disposed of Mr. Stock- 
dell,the senior member from the secona wara, 
arose just as Clerk Woodward announced 
that there was nothing else on his desk, 
and said: 

“Your honor please, I move that this body 
now go into secret session.”’ 

The motion caught the atten*fion of every 
one present, for it was something that had 


- never been heard of in the present council 


the situation. No one appeared to appreciate 
the situation, and before a second thought 
could be given the motion had gone through. 
Then the city marshal was instructed to 
put every one out of the chamover and to 
close the doors. Even the clerk, who is 
one of-the stanch friends of Mr. Stockdell, 
was ejected with the common herd, and 
only the marshal was allowed to remain, 
and he was placed under a bond of secrecy 
before the work of the secret session began. 

And the work of that secret session must 
have been interesting if keyhole reports are 
to be relied upor. 

tl appears after every one had ben ejet- 
ed from the council chamber that all eyes 
were turned upon Mr. Stockdell, the mover 
for the secret session. Mr. Stockdell was 
not long in discovering that he was the 
central point of attraction, and arising to 
his feet announced that he had asked for 
the secret session to consider matters es- 
sential to Atlanta’s welfare. Then he refer- 
red to the fact that if was not long before 
the general council would be called upon to 
elect two members to the board of police 
commissioners, to succeed Mr. Laird and 
Mr. Gramling. 

In the course of his remarks it is said 
that Mr. Stockdell took occasion to refer 
to the fact that Captain W. H. Brotherton 
was now or would be a candidate for one 
of the places, and that in his opinion it 
would be unwise for the general council 
to elect that gentleman to the board. In 
dealing with Captain Brotherton as a pro- 
posed candidate, Mr. Stockdell declared 
that it would not do to elect him 
a member of the commission, and referred 
to a statement which had been in circula- 
tion once, that the captain, when a mem- 
ber of the police commission, had put on the 
force men who owed him bills and that the 
bills had been paid by the men after their 
election. Mr. Stockdell declared that the 
board of police commissioners was a trust 
too sacred to be trifled with, and said that 
as the time for the election was approach- 
ing, it would be well for the members of 
the general council to consider the candi- 
dates well. 

Almost before Mr. Stockdell was down 
Mr. Nelms was on his feet, and the gen- 
tleman from the seventh was slightly warm 
in his collar, if the keyhole sounds were 
not defective.

In the Open Session. 

Mayér Pro Tem. Broyles called the meet- 
ing to order, and every member answered 
to the roll call except Messrs. Boyd and 
Howell of the aldermanic board. 

Mayor Goodwin sent in a communication 
stating that he in company with the mem- 
bers of the bridge committee and the city 
engineer, had given the grade under For- 
fVvth street bridge a careful examina- 
tion in compliance with a resolution’ which 
bad parsed the general council, and that 
he and the members of the committee and 
the city engineer were of the opinion that 
the grade on the Marietta street side should 
be changed. 

Mr. Harralson, chairman of the bridge 
committee, presented a resolution appropri- 
ating $1,500 for lowering the grade under 
the Forsyth street bridge near the Marietta 
street entrance. The resolution was adopted. 

To Dispose of the Garbage. 

The Venable Brothers sent in a letter of- 
fering the general council 1,000 acres of land 
near Stone Mountain to be used for a 
dumping ground, and offering to transfer 
the offal of the city to the place for $5 a 
car load. 

Went Back to the Committee. 

The police committee made a favorable 
report on the application of Henry. Potts 
for a transfer of the retail liquor license of 
Pat Kenny, at 24 South Pryor street, but as 
soon as the report was read Mr. Beatie 
arose, saying: 

“If it please:your honor, Mr. Cassin, who 
owns the property, is opposed to the trans- 
fer, and Judge Hillyer, his attorney, is here 
to be heard, and I move that the rules be 
suspended and that Judge Hillyer be heard 
in the matter,” 

Judge Hillyer concisely stated the objec- 
tions of his client to the change, and, upon 
motion of Mr. Beatie, the petition was re- 
committed to the police committee. 

The Seventh Yet in the Dark. 

Mr. Stephens, chairman of the light com- 
mittee, reported favorably upon ten lights 
in the seventh ward, and as the report was 
in the act of going to a vote, Mr. Campbell, 
a member of the committee, opposed its 
adoption, declaring that he was willing to 
give the seventh the ten*lights called for by 
the contract, but that he was not wholly 
pleased with the location of the lights by 
the committee. He asked that the matter 
be again sent to the committee, and the re- 
quest was complied with by the vote of the 
entire body. 

Atlanta's Garbage to He Burned. 

Mr..Colvin, chairman of the special com- 
mittee on the proposition to destroy At- 
lanta’s garbage by incineration, reported 
that the special committee in connection 
with the board of health had given the 
plan proposed by the Dixon Company a 
thorough investigation and that every mem- 
ber of the committee and the entire mem- 
bership of the board of health was in fa- 
vor of an appropriation of $100 for a fur- 
ther investigation. 

“But,” said Mr. Colvin, ‘none of the com- 
mittee think that one dollar of that one 
hundred suggested will ever be used. The 
agent of the company is here now. and 
Wants to go ahead with the work and de- 
clares that not one cent of charge will be 
made until the works are completed and 
tried and accepted by the city after being 
found satisfactory by the city. ‘The recom- 
mendation we make provides for the ap- 
pointment by the mayor of a committee of 
three, one from the council and two from 
the board of health. to investigate thor- 
oughly the subject of destroying the garb- 
age, night soil, etc., by incineration, as pro- 
posed by this plan. Colonel Andrews, of 
the company, is in the chamber, and I move 


that the rules be suspended so that we may 


hear from him about the matter.’’ 

Colonel Andrews was given the floor, and 
Stated that his company, which had been 
successfully in operation through the west, 
was willing to come to Atlanta and put up 
the plant and let the city have a trial of 
twenty days at it, and if it was not found 
successful then the city was to pay nothing 
for what had been done. 

The entire matter was referred to the 
finance committee, the sanitary committee 
and the board of health. 

To Light the Station House. 

Mr. Stephens, chairman of the committee 
on electric lights, telegraph and telephones, 
presented a resolution instructing that com- 
mittee to provide an electric light plant 
for the station house, at a cost of $1,200, the 
work to be done at once. 

“We find,” said Mr. Stephens, “that a 
plant can be put in the basement of the 
building and that the entire buliding can be 
lighted for less money than we are now 
paying the electric light company to do the 
work. Within the first year we can pay 
for the plant and save more money than it 
now takes to cover the illumination of the 
building. It would be a great saving to 
the city to authorize the investment of that 
amount.’’ 

The resolution was adopted. 

A Robe for the Dead. 

Mr. Dimmock presented a resolution re- 
quiring the Grady hospitel management to 
provide a robe for the dead before burial.

“These,”” said Mr. Harralson, “are of 
the greatest importance and the sooner they 
are put up the safer the property of the 
city will be from fire and other losses,”

Wants the Bridges Safe. 

Mr. Welch, of the fifth, presented a reso- 
lution instructing the bridge committee to 
look into the condition of the bridges on 
Broad street and Jones avenue. | 

‘‘For,”’ said thé gentleman from the fifth, 
“T have been reliably informed that both 
bridges are not only unsafe, but that they 
are both dangerous. I think it is our duty 
to make both of them safe and to rebuild 
one of them this year if we can. Even up 
in Nashville I have heard the safety of the 
bridge on Broad street discussed by a 
bridge builder who Knows what he is talk- 
ing about."’ 

The resolution was referred tu the bridge 
committee. 

That Artesian Well Again. 

Mr. Dimmock, through a resolution, ask- 
ed that the artesian well tower be taken 
away and that the place be removed from 
the gaze of the people. 

‘I'd like to amend that,” said Mr. Stock- 
dell, “by saying that we will appropriate 
$600 for the construction of a cistern there 
for the use of the fire department.”’ 

Something was said about an offer to es- 
tablish a water fountain by Mr. W. D. 
Grant, but the clerk stated that that offer 
had been withdrawn. 

The resolution by Mr. Dimmock amended 
by Mr. Stockdell was adopted. 

The Rose Liquor License. 

The Rose Liquor Company petitioned for 
a transfer of the wholesale liquor license 
now in vogue on Peachtree street to the 
old stand of Phillips & Crew on Marietta 
street, next to the Norcross building, and 
the police committee made a favorable re- 
port of the petition.

Mr. Phil Armour, the great Chicago 
capitalist, has some ideas and methods 
Which are in accord with those of the 
late George W. Childs. 

The Chicago millionaire is the greatest 
trader in the world. He employs 12,000 
persons, pays $7,000,000 yearly in wages, 
owns 4,000 cars and S00 horses. He is 
not only a philanthropist but an opti- 
mist, and, speaking of the opportuni- 
ties for our young men in the future, he 
Says: 

Wealth, capital, caa do nothing without 
brains to direct it. It will be as true in 
the future as it is in the présent that brains 
make capital—capital doés not make brains. 
The world does not stand still. Changes 
come quickér now than they ever did, and 
they will come quicker and quicker. New 
ideas, new inventions, new methods of 
manufacture, of transportation, new ways 
to do almost everything, will be found as 
the world grows older, and the men who 
anticipate them, and who are ready for 
them, will find advantages as great as any 
their fathers or grandfathers have had.

“You have done right, Mr. Hill,” said 
Judge Clark, “and I honor you for your 
step.”’ 

Col. Eehols Broke for the First Time. 

Despite the attacks made upon him in the 
cross-examination of witnesses and in the 
speeches made by both attorneys for the 
defense, Colonel Echdis has preserved a 
dignified demeanor. Even when he was 
hissed upon one occasion he manifested no 
vindictive spirit. 

But the moment that Ben Hill, in the 
true manliness that has always character- 
ized his every action, made the .statement 
just givén, Coionel Echols, the great strain 
under which he has been bearing being 
completely removed, fairly wept. It was a 
fine scene, and one well worthy of the oc- 


casion. 
Filed a Motion for New Tria}. 

The motion for a new trial was made 
yesterday afternoon By Attorney H. B. 
Moss, who stated that he had been paid a 
fee tu make a motion for a new tria. and 
to take an order of court preserving the 
rights of Harry Hill to amend and periect 
it, since court was about to adjourn. If 
no motion had been mgde before court ad- 
journed Hill would have lost the right to 


make one.

Atlanta, Ga., February 5.—Editor Consti- 
tution: Allow me to correct certain errors 
which occurred in the report of the proceed- 
ings in the case of the state against Mr. 
Harry Hill for forging the name ot Mrs.

In one of the reports, a picture represent- 
el me as being interrupted by Mr. Harry 
Hill while reading his lotter of confession 
by a denial on his part, and my turning 
uron him ‘“‘savagely’’ and commanding him 
to sit dewn. I sid not speak to tue prisoner 
during the trial. He did incverrupf me, but 
his own counsel asked him to sit down. 

Again, the courthouse was so thoroughly 
packed that .c was difficult to keep the 
crowd off from the jury seats. ‘he jury 
room door was about twenty feet from the 
jury box, and coming frcem that door to the 
jury box, the jury had to squeeze between 
the crowd of people who filled up the ganeg- 
way. I requested Judge Clark to have the 
gapgway cieared. He said there was no 
wey to do it except to ask the occupants of 
it to leave the courtroom, and I said I 
thought he ought to do so,at which he replied 
that he thought not. That matter was cor- 
rectly repor’ed, practically, but needs this 
explanation. Between the jury room door 
and the jury box was a door to the court- 
room from the lobby. «erhaps not more than 
a dozen or more people need to have left the 
courtroom by that iobby door have allow- 
ed the jury to come in without unnecessary 
pressure of them, and that was what 
was in my mind, though it was not fully 
conveyed te the judge. So much of the 
crowd as we''e in the way could have been 
requested ta step out into the lobby for a 
moment and then immediately have re- 
sumed their places.

In my speech, which you 
published, I was careful to draw the dis- 
tinction between Mrs. Porter’s name ‘“Fan- 
nie T.,’’ (the letter T standing for Tolbert, 
though J ‘lid not give the full second name) 
and the name “Fannie Lowry Porter,” 
which wes signed to the forged notes and 
letters ie evidence. In the name Fannie T. 
Porter all her stocks exhibited before the 
jury had been issued, and by the name Fan- 
nie T., she had bound herself in all the pa- 
pers which the evidence showed she had 
ever written. The forged notes were all 
signed ‘‘Fannie Lowry Porter,’ as were also 
the three forged letters in evidence,

Hon. Sam Tanmhouser, the American con- 
sul at’ Matamioras, Mexico, is in Atlanta 
om a shert vacation. taking a rest, as he 
Says, from his arduous duties. 

“To. be perfectly frank,” said he yester- 
day, “I am not worked to death, though 
I have a t many things to attend to. 
ficult work is to look dignified, 
grave and wise, as becomes the representa- 
tive of a mighty nation like ours. But when 
} come back to Atlanta for a rest, I allow 
my countenance to relax into a smile oc- 
casionally. Matamoras has the finest cli- 
mate on earth. The flowers bloom the 
year round in the open air, and there is 
never a frost. The people are charming, 
but it taxes a man to keep up with their 
politeness. Ydu have to hug every man 
you meet, and pat him on the back. The la- 
dies always kiss on both cheeks—that is,” 
said the consul, blushing, “they kiss each 
other on both cheeks. They don’t kiss the 
men at all. Of course not.” 

“A man has to get out of his own country 
once,”” continued Mr. Tanhouser, changing 
the subject, “to know how much he loves 
his flag. It stirs the very cockles of his 
heart to see his nation’s flag waving in the 
breezes in a foreign land. There is an 
American station just across the river from 
me, and every evening | walk down to the 
shore, take out my. watch and listen for 
the sunset gun. Just at the hour a white 
puff shoots up on the opposite bank, fol- 
lowed by the sharp report of the gua, and 
the stars and stripes come fluttering down. 
Then I go hume satisfied. A man does not 
know how much patriotism he has wntil 
he gets off his native heath. 

“The people of Matamoras, which is a 
town of about ten thousand, are very 
charming. There is quite a distingtished 
old Mexican general there, General Lajero, 
who is the only survivor of the court mar- 
tial that sentenced Maximilian to be shot. 
He is a fine old fellow, and we get along 
splendidly, considering the fact that neither 
of us can understand the other, and we 
have to speak through an interpreter. I arm 
learning the language, though,’ continued 
Colonel Tanhouser, and he indulged in a 
few Mexican rondeleaus just to show how 
proficient he was becoming. 

The Toledo Blade tells-a good story on 
Colonel Tanhouser, during a visit to New 
York in the interim between the democratic 
administrations. He met his brother-in-law, 
Max Eppstein, of Toledo, in that city, and 
together they visited the Mills building 
to call on “the president. Upon the presen- 
tation of his card Mr. Tanhouser was in- 
formed that Mr. Cleveland was not in. Mr. 
Tanhouser, however, insisted that his card 
should be presented, saying that the presi- 
dent will be in ‘“‘to me.” When the card 
was presented to Mr. Cleveland he was 
freely admitted. Advancing toward him Mr. 
Cleveland grasped the hand of Mr. Tan- 
houser with both of his and said: 

“IT am glad to meet you and glad to say 
to you that it was such men as you who 
carefully handled millions of dollars of the 
United States moneys that made my admin- 
istration a success.”’

among the investors of the country. 


“Now,” he continued, “ if you people go 
dhead and have an exposition on a great 
big, broad scale, showing the entire country 
what you have, you will undoubtedly draw 
a great deal of muney to the south for in- 
vestment. That i¢ the phase of the situa- 
tion which interests me the most. Of course 
your exposition will benefit Atlanta, that 
goes without saying: and, of course, if it 
succeeds in developing commerce between 
the United States and the countries south 
of us, it will be of a great deal of benefit 
to your seaport towns and cities; and, of 
course, a display of the kind you propose, 
will bring a good many people south to 
make their homes here; but, as I said be- 
fore, it is bound to bring a great deal of 
northern money into the south, and that is 
what interests me more than anything 
élse.’”’ ; 


Mr. J. B. Simmons, another wealthy New 
Yorker who was a member of the same 
part’y, said: ‘“‘What is this I see about fur- 
ther developments in the Georgia gold 
fields? ¥ noticed a reference to this in 
some paper I picked fp the other day. I 
met a man coming down on the train who 
said he was a mining expert and said he 
was going into the gold fields of Georgia 
to do prospecting for some eastern capital- 
ists.

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RECEIVER SPARKS 1S ABLY DEFENDED. 


Judge Bartlett Investigates the Charges 
That Henry Callaway Intimidated 
Witnesses—Macou Is Moral. 


Macon, Ga., February 6.—(Special.)--This 
morning in Bibb superior court, Judge J. 
M. Griggs presiding for Judge ©. L.. Bart- 
lett, disqualified, the petition of the bond- 
holders’ committee of the Georgia South- 
ern and Florida road for the appointment 
of a co-receiver of the property was taken 
up. There was an abie array of lawyers, 
and some spectators when the case was 
called. The petitioners were represented 
by Dessau & Hodges, of Macon; Richard 
Venable and Skipwith Wilmer, of Balti- 
more, and Assistant United States Attor- 
ney General John I. Hall, who arrived from 
Washington city last night and registered 
at the Hotel Lanier, marking opposite his 
name “Griffin.”” Hon. Hoke Smith, secre- 
tary of the interior, is leading counsel for 
the petitioners, but he Was not present to- 
day. Among the lawyers on the opposite 
side of the case are Gustin, Guerry & Hall; 
Bacon & Miller, Anderson & Anderson. 
H, P. @mart, of Savannah, chairman of the 
bondhekiers committee, was also in attend- 
ance, 

The frst move on the part of the peti- 
tioners this morning was to ask for further 
time in which to amend their original peti- 
tion an@ they were allowed until 12 o'clock 
noon to do this. The original petition was 
Short and to the point, and simply asked 
for the appointment of Mr. Skipwith Wil- 
mer, of Baltimore, as a co-receiver with 
Mr. W. G. Sparks. Mr. Sparks has been 
the sole receiver of the road since the first 
day the property was put in the hands of a 
received, about three years ago. The 
amended petition asked for the removal of 
Receiver Sparks. This amendment was in 
the nature of a surprise, for the original 
petition was filed several weeks ago and 
the petitioners have had plenty of time in 
which to have filed the amendment, and 
not untél today had they intimaied that 
they would ask for the removal of Receiver 
Sparks. 

Withdraw Their Petition. 

The amendment for Receiver Sparks: 
removal recited that he was not impartial 
in his management; that he operated the 
road in his own interests; that as a large 
stockholder and the former president of the 
Macon Construction Company, and for va- 
rious other reasons he was not the proper 
person for receiver. The petitioners furth- 
er prayed that If their petition for Sparks’s 
removal was not granted by the court that 
at least a co-receiver would be allowed. Re- 
ceiver Sparks’s attorney made answer ih 
witing to the petitioners amendment, de- 
nying in toto all the allegations set forth 
in the amendment ani declaring and 
clearly setting forth that there was no 
reason or cause either for the removal of 
teceiver Sparks or the appointment of a 
co-receiver, 

They showed that he had managed the 
road ably, efficientiy, economically and im- 
partiall® and under his administration the 
business of the roac has increased greatiy 
and continue; increasing and all of its 
affairs are prospering. The;s showed that 
a large number of bondholders are oppose: 
to the appointment of a co-receiver or the 
removai of Receiver Sparks and they 
thought that neither economy nor necessity 
demanded the appointment @ a go-receiver, 
On the contrary, they assert that the ap- 
pointment of a co-receiver would be extrav- 
agant and unwise When Receiver Sparks’3 
side of the cases had beeh presented, the 
attorneys for the petitioners sprung a big 
surprise by asking to be allowed to with- 
draw their original petition and amend- 
inemt. They gave no reason for this action, 
but the request was granted by the court 
and Sparks remains sole receiver of the 
road. It is not Known what the next step 
of the bondholders’ committee will be. It 
is evident that Sparks will continue receiver 
until the property is sold and after the 
sale he may become the president of the 
road. The bondholders are gradually com- 
ing to his side.

Superintendent Henry Callaway, of the 
Roft Home, had a hearing today before 
Judge Bartlett, of the superior court, on 
the charge of contempt of court in that 
Callaway, 80 it was alleged, intimidated 
certain witnesses who were summoned to 
appear before the grand jury to testify to 
the charges brought against Callaway of 
muaifeasance in office, etc., of which charges 
he Was exonerated last week by the county 
commissioners.

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“DODGED BULLETS. 


The Thrilling Adventure of a Walker 
County Farmer Friday Night. 
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ATTACKED BY A BAND OF CONSPIRATORS 


How Pretty Mary Steuse Detected the Des- 
peradoes—‘Tells Her Story to Com- 
missioner Broyies- 


Further facts have come to light in the 
Walker county conspiracy case, which may 
lead to the arrest tomorrow of Ike Ken- 
ney, the other conspirator in the trio of 
desperate brothers. 

The additional evidence in this sensational 
ease shows more coo’ deliberation in plot 
and more reckless daring in execution than 
anvthing that has been up before Com- 
missioner Broyles this year. 

Some time ago Mr. W. B. Stanser, who 
tills the fertile glebe up in Walker county. 
had occasion to testify before the United 
States commissioner in Dalton against some 
of his neighbors in a moonshine case. This 
incurred their anger and he heard that 
they had threatened to ‘fix him.’ Friday 
night, just after supper, Mr. Stanser was 
comfortably seated with his family before a 
blazing fire, when a noise on the outside 
attracted his attention. He had opened the 
door and started towards the stable, think- 
ing that the noise was caused by a loose 
mule, when some one on the outside of 
the rail fence just in front asked: “Is 
that you, Bill?” : 

Stanser thought that he heard the clicking 
of a pistol and dropped to the ground. As 
he did so a vol'ey of pistol shots rang out. 
The lead hit all around and threw dirt in 
his face, but fortunately none of the balls 
took effect. 

At the first shot Mary Stanser rushed 
out to her father’s rescue. From the light 
of the pistol shots she recognized two of 
the men. The would-be assassins fled when 
she came out. 

Mary is a bright-eyed mountain lassie 
and her rich beauty stood out in bold con- 
trast at the hearing Saturday to the despe- 
rate faces of the conspirators and the rusty 
countenances of the other witnesses. She 
told the part she played in the matter in a 
simple, childish manner. 

“I was a-sittin’ by the fire when pap 
went out,” she said, “and as soon as I 
heard the shots I knew something was up, 
an’ I ran out an’ saw Joe Kinney an’ Lishe 
Kinney. I Knew it was them because the 
pistols made such a light.” 

Upon the testimony the Kenney brothers 
were bound over upon a $1,000 bond to 
await tria: in the United States court. 
Failing to give bond they were ordered to 
jai-. 

As stated, recent information will lead to 
the arrest of the other brothes, and he also 
will come up for a hearing before Commis- 
sioner Broyles this week.

Detectives Surprise a Party of Gen- 
tlemen at Poker.. 


AN ELEGANTLY EQUIPPED 


Captain Wright Considering the Advisa- 
bility of Seizing the Elegant Furni- 
ture of the Exclusive Parlor.

A fancy gaming parlor, equipped with. fine 
oak furniture and all the necessary boards 
and tables to promote the reign of the god 
of chance, has been discovered by the city 
detectives in a private room in the old capi- 
tol building. 

Saturday night while the local storm was 
getting in its heaviest licks, the wind blow- 
ing sheets of rain about in mad, gusts and 
frolicking with telegraph poles in a mis- 
chievous fashion, and creating such a row 
generally that noises of all kinds were dead- 
ened, the city Uetectives quietly stepped into 
the very midst of the players and showed 
their hand. 

They held a trump card and won. The 
rain and wind beat on even more furiously 
and the detectives sat down and arranged 
for a quiet disposition of the matter. They 
handled it without publicity until yesterday 
afternoon the connection of a non-resident 
with the case necessitated an entry on the 
police docket. 

The city detectives kept the matter dark 
until yesterday. It became known through 
an entry on the police books of a _ case 
against W. W. Yates, charged with violat- 
ing the laws. Inquiry of the detectives 
elicited the information that Yates was 
but one of a party that had been sutprised 
while playing late Saturday night. 

Mr. Yates is quite a nice looking gentle- 
man and resides in New York. He is the 
southern representative of quite an exten- 
sive eastern establishment and makes fre- 
quent trips to Atlanta. He struck Atlanta 
last week and fell in with a number of gen- 
tlemen that he had met on former trips. 
Mr. Yates is a first class business man, but 
has a sprinkling of sporting blood in his 
veins, and between business hours he en- 
joys the exhilaration of the game. 

He was with the party of prominent and 
well known gentlemen found by the detec- 
tives in a private room in the old capitol 
building. He joined in the fun without 
fear or thought of molestation, and was 
astounded when five city detectives pre- 
sented themselves. 

Captain Wright’s men had heard of the 
gaming room in some way, and just before 
midnight they noiselessly ascended the 
stairway and approached the bell. They 
gave the regulation ring of the electric bell, 
which had become known to the detectives, 
and presently the door was opened by a 
gentleman. The detectives filed in and 
entered a room in which a party of gen- 
tlemen were seated around a table. Stacks 
of red and white poker chips adorned the 
table, and the face of each gentleman was 
a study. They took in the situation at a 
glance, and smilingly greeted the officers, 
while a sturdy gentleman proceeded to 
make a clever play. 

The interruption of the detectives was 
not allowed to spoil the game, and the gen- 
tlemen continued to make neat plays. Cap- 
tain Wright, who headed the party of offi- 
cers, explained the object of his visit, and 
said something about making cases. The 
players didn’t relish the idea, and after 
some talk it was arranged that the detec- 
tives should appear before the grand jury 
with the names of the gentlemen found in 
the room, and obtain true bills for gaming. 
The gentlemen would then quietly plead 
guilty and the case would be settled without 
publicity. 

It . was found yesterday 
detectives that if this programme 
was carried out, that one of the 
gentlemen would escape, as he is a New 
Yorker. It was decided that a case be 
made against him on the city docket. This 
was done and Mr. Yates deposited $25 as 
surety for his appearance. The other cases 
will go to the grand jury. 

Tke most interesting feature of the case 
promises a development today. It concerns 
the disposition to be made of the furniture 
of the gaming room. Chief of Detectives 
Wright was undecided yesterday whether 
to seize it or not. Several months ago a 
gambling room was raided and a large 
quantity of costly furniture carted to po- 
lice headquarters. This case. has not been 
disposed of and Chief Wright has no legal 
precedent to follow in the matter. He will 
consult the proper legal authorities today, 
and if his opinion in the matter is borne 
out by the law he will take charge of the 
furniture and store it away at police head- 
quarters. The furniture is very elegant 
and costly. The poker table is said by the 
officers to be a beauty.
